THE BUMMERS’ CHALLENGE. 
Conscious of how. richly they *merited it, 
the bummer-thieves are astonished at finding 
themselves unhung. Forty thousand honest 


men met at the Expesition Building to 
organize a revolt against the despotism of 
gamblers, thieves, and ruffians, and did not 
forthwith go forth to string these banditti 
up to lamp-posts. Instead, the 46,000 in 
orderly, deliberate fashion appointed a com- 
mittee of most reputable, responsible citi- 
zens to invite the thieves who have stolen 
office to resign, and to report the result at 
the next meeting. The only construction 
the thieves put upon all this is that the 
people of Chicago dare not protect them- 
selves, and that this thing will soon blow 
over.” That, in substance, is what Mr. Ep 
Puruires, one of the chief of the thieves, 
imparts to the Chicago public in his inter- 
view yesterday with a Journal reporter. He 
has no intention now, he avows, of 
“leaving the city on account of the d—d 
newspaper talk.” Prior to the monster 
meeting, he took care to get his 
preciods carcass out of the reach of a 
Vigilante Committee’s hangman. His feilow- 
thieves having escaped the hempen noose, 
he has returned to “ cheek it out” against 
the outraged sentiment of the entire popula 
tion of this great city. He has even the 
audacity, since the hanging has not been be- 
gun, to assert that he was honestly elected, 
and makes bold declaration that he doesn't 
mean to be frightened. With a fine satire 
that will be keenly relishéd by those who be- 
fore packed juries have sought justice against 
the thieves, and with a firm confidence in 
packed juries as the thieves’ bulwark against 
justice, he challenges a trial in court. 
He concludes by contemptuous reference 
to the great meeting, and declares that 
he will not resign. Meanwhile the thieves’ 
own organ strengthens the assurance of 
Pune and his fellow-thieyes by expa- 
tiating upon the inviolable sanctity of the 
thieves’ persons, and encourages them to 
defy the moral sentiment of the whole city 
by deriding it and holding up awful pictures 
of the vengeance that w visited upon 
honest folk by the thieves, did that moral 
sentiment assert itself by force when all 
other means had failed against the banditti. 
Paruures’ declaration—and the thieves’ organ 
subsisted on plunder backs it up—is a defi- 
ance to all moral sentiment. It is the thieves’ 
own challenge to all decent men of this 
city: ‘What are you going to do 
about it?” It isa declaration on the part 
of the bnmmer-pirates who have seized the 
offices that the Committee to wait upon 
them and demand their resignation will be 
met by an insolent refusal, and because not 
one of the pirate crew has been approached 
by the sole argument which can have effect 
on such,—the halter.

THE HON. THOMAS HOYNE FOR MAYOR. 
In agreeing upon the presenfation of the 
Hon. Tuomas Hornwe’s name to be voted for 
as Mayor, without regard to partisan attach- 
ments and without any opposition whatever, 
the vast mass-meeting of Tuesday evening 
adopted the most practical way for embody- 
ing the popular protest against Corvim’s 
usurpation. It must be kept in mind by 
thoee who are inclined to preserve the party 
distinctions on all occasions that there is, as 
a matter of fact, no regular election for 
Mayor this spring. The Ring members of 
the Council refused to acknowledge the va 
cancy and declined to call an election within 
the time required by the charter. There is, 
consequently, no authority for voting for

But if Convi may be 
impressed at all by the fiat of the popular 
voice, it will be when he finds a unani- 
mous vote, without party or other dissensions, 
against his longer continuation in the office 
of Mayor. This is what the vote for Mr. 
Horne will be. If Corum will acknowledge 
the force of such a popular protest and volun- 
tarily retire from the office after Mr. Hornz 
shall have been elected, then there will be no 
question as to the latter's right to serve. 
There will be no one to dispute Mr. Horner's 
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ticket are Messrs. Ronni and HALL An, 
and on the Demooratio ticket Messrs. Fru. 
arnaty and Kwonn We understand that 
Mr. Dakzand has signified this willingness to 
withdraw in favor of Mr. Horws, and one of 
the two Democratic eandidates ought to do 
the same, Mr. Horna thus elected Alder- 
man, the new Council will follow the will of 
the people, as expressed at the polls, and 
elect him to fill the vacancy in the Mayor's 
office. 

The choice of Mr. Horns by the mass- 
meeting was a fortunate one, not merely 
because he is a gentleman, a tax-payer, and an 
uncompromising enemy to the bummer class, 
but also because he is a Democrat.

there are in London regular schools for 
thieves. American cities have not advanced 
so far in crime, but there is no lack of pro- 
fessional and unblushing apologists for the 
thieves, and we are ashamed to confess that 
they are found largely in the newspaper pro- 
fession.
